It was a cold and raw day.

ing but bathing suits. Unlike 
Somta Fe's Indians, who 
whooped ond stamped to keep 
warm, the bathing beouties 
were supposed to look warm 
with not much more than a 
smile to keep them warm. 


Shortly after the parade got 
underway (about 45 minutes to 
be exact), newsboys were 
hawking a Los Angeles paper 
(7c) along the parade route 
with pictures of the prize win¬ 
ning floats. At the end of the 
parade route spectators could 
buy a paper with these plx 
even before the start of the pa¬ 
rade got to them. 


All of which is the result of 
planning that approximates 
the planning that goes into a 
military campaign. Picture 
shooting starts in the forma¬ 
tion area soon after 5 a. m. 
From 7 a. m. on motorcycle 
riders rush negatives into the 
newspaper offices at less than 
30-minute intervals. A radio 
cor is at the scene to give the 
story and flash the prize win¬ 
ners—the prize flocrt pictures 
are already in newspaper dark¬ 
rooms and being processed be¬ 
cause the f o a t hcu olreody 
been photographed. 

One Los Angeles paper (5c) 
sported a long story about how 
enterprising it was in hiring a 
helicopter to take pictures from 
the air. It had a picture of the 
helicopter and the photograph¬ 
er delivering the plates—but 
the sheet didn't use any of its 
helicopter-view pictures. 

To our way of thinking the 
hundreds of photogs that cov¬ 
ered the parade (or the pic¬ 
ture editors who selected the 
pictures) missed the gag shot 
of the festivol—Queen Marion 
Brown, in her gorgeous trap¬ 
pings, going along on hands 
and knees on the overhead 
plank to get to her high throne 
on the float 

Anyway, it was another won¬ 
derful parade, and Sierra Ma- 
dreans thank everyone who 
took part in financing and 
building the city’s float to rep¬ 
resent us. We are doubly proud 
because it was conceived and 
built here as a community 
project.

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Udell Tells Experiences 
of Driving City's Float 


This Sunday evening at the 
Nazarene Church an original 
dramatic portrayal, "Trial of 
Jesus,” will be presented by 
Rev. Oscar Stern of Compton.

Vernon Udell, a man who should know, says he wouldn’t drive 
a float in a Rose Parade again for all the Rose Bowl tickets in 
the world. 

To back up this statement, Mr. Udell, acting street and water 
superintendent, has seven years’ experience in driving Sierra 
Madre’s entry in the New 
Year’s Day floral pageant. 

“It’s too nerve wracking,” 

Mr. Udell stated flatly. 

“You can’t see where you are 
driving, except through a tiny 
slit, and by the time you’ve 
driven two or three miles in 
low gear at from 2 to 4 miles 
per hour, it is unbearably hot.” 

He said the “second driver 
clause” in Tournament of Roses 
regulations always used to 
worry him a little also. 

This provision calls for a 
substitute driver to ride in the 
float and stand by in case the 
first driver is overcome by 
fumes. During Mr. Udell’s seven 
years of driving the float, Jo¬ 
seph Swanson was the "co¬ 
pilot.” 

Recalling one of many hu¬ 
morous but nerve-wracking ex¬ 
periences, Mr. Udell said that 
in the 1941 parade, the float 
developed a flat front tire. 

From Hill avenue to the Wil¬ 
son Junior High School, he had 
difficulty keeping the Sierra 
Madre float in line and at the 
proper distance. 

‘"The vibration was terrific,” 

Mr. Udell related. 

That was in 1941 when our 
float portrayed the Statue of 
Liberty and an American flag. 

“When it was all over, friends 
kept asking us how in the 
world we managed to make 
the flag wave and sway so con¬ 
vincingly. We only told a very 
few of them that the flat tire 
deserved all of the credit.” 

When just a few yards from 
the end of the parade, the 
wheel came off completely, he 
said. 

Mr. Udell is the son of Arthur 
M. Udell, Sierra Madre’s first 
City Marshal and a very well- 
known citizen. 

During the last three years 
(Udell drove the float until 
1947) he has still been taking 
an active hand in the prepara¬ 
tion of the city float. He driveq 
over with the float as it is be¬ 
ing taken to the starting point 
of the parade. 

Mr. Udell, a resident of Si¬ 
erra Madre for 41 years, makes 
his home with his family at 
403 W. Sierra Madre boulevard. 

He has been employed by the 
city for 25 years and has help¬ 
ed Alfred James Dewey with 
our float for the past 10 years. 

He is Assistant Chief of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Department.
